Dr. Counsell, the Director of 
the Arts lUiildinK, expl.-iincd that 
emergency liijliting pguipmcnt 
Mas ahvay.s been provided in the 
I.cacock Building'. However, with 
<ill llic electrical wirin{{ still 
being installed, it appears this 
emergency equipment was mis- 
talicniy disconnected. This situa- 
tion has been corrected. 

When llic powcr-railurc struck, 
no illumination whatsoever was 
available in the building. Stu- 
dents later reported that they 
were forced to use matches and 
pockct-Hehtcrs tu find tlic exits. 

Normal lighting; conditions ha- 
ve also been the cause of snnic 
complaint from students. Tiny 
claim that in the evening llie 
halls on the mc/./.aninc floor and 
in the vicinity of the main en- 
trance arc too dark. 

This darl;ric?s i.s not acciden- 
tal. It was done intentionally for 
aesthetic reasons. 

"Perhaps the architects went 
loo far," Professor Counsell con- 
ceded, but there will be some 
additional Hshting in front of the 
elevators once these are opera- 
tional.

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Curricula still need revamping 

The reorganization of the Faculty of Arts 
and Science is a move long overdue. One 
need only watch the lines of people at the 
start of the year — lines to see the Associate 
Deans and the Faculty Advisors; one need 
only watch, or take- part in, the scramble 
from Professor to Professor, from Department 
to Department, for curriculum advice or 
opproval, to realize that the Faculty was 
far too large to be treated as one'amorphous 
^mass. 

• These ore the problems of which the stu- 
dent was aware. No doubt there were many 
others involved in the internal organization 
of the Faculty. We hope the new de-csiriffali- 
zotion will solve these and other difficulties. 

Indeed, there are other difficulties in the 
Faculty for which the student can see no 
rationalization. They ore academic problems. 



interestingly enough, and concern both the 
lack of challenge in many areas of the first 
year curriculum, and the plight of the upper- 
classmen. 

The first year science student has his 
choice of advanced courses should he desire 
them. The Engineering frosh has his hands 
full. The Arts freshman, on the other hand, 
is saddled with longuoges and little else. 
He con take an easy History course, or a mis- 
represented History of Economics course, or 
high school math. He cannot take Political 
Science, Economics, Philosophy, Sociology, 
Anthropology, Psychology, Fine Arts, Reli- 
gion, or in fact anything else he hasn't 
studied in high school. 

There are exceptions, of course, but you've 
got to know how td pull strings. Education 
should not be a question of pulling strings. 
But from those who hove done so, we know 
that the second year courses in the dis- 



ciplines mentioned can be handled by Fresh- 
men, and perhaps better by an eager frosh 
than by the dull upperclassmon for whom 
' many of the introductory courses are in- 
tended. 

While the freshman finishes his high 
school education in first year, the upper- 
classman entering many Honours courses 
in Science concentrates for three years on 
his specialty, with nary a clue that another 
world exists. He becomes over-specialized, 
with virtually no background in the humani- 
ties or social sciences, aside from what he 
can pick up in first year. 

But now we're back where we started, 
for almost all courses in these areas are 

not for the freshman. 

The Artsman, should he desire to expand 
into areas of science, is free to do so in 
virtually all years and courses. But the 
reverse is extremely difficult. The science 
student is often forced to specialize to the 
exclusion of "Arts" subjects except for that 
year during which the courses ore not 
avaitoble. 

In short, at a time when the need for 
something beyond the technocrat is great, 
our science graduates ore one-field men. At 
the some time, the student in social sciences 
is prevented from developing fully. The 
Humanities and Social Sciences are being 
short-changed all across the board. We hope 
the re-organization of the Faculty is the 
first step in the consideration of these 
problenris.

The fact that losl-ploce University of Toronto Blues have the second most productive offence 
in the Senior Intercollegiate Football League this season is due, ironically, to the pass receiving 
of a pair of former quarterbacks. 



Blues have sn>red 117 points 
In five games, only six less than 
undefeated Queen's -Golden 
Gaels, and most of Toronto's of- 
fence has been supplied by flan- 
kers Hike Ebcn and Ken Davi- 
son, both of whom were high 
school quarterbacks before ente- 
ring U. of T.
